(SAri jB. JB. Deshpande (Pathri) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
there have been several speeches on the present reforms in 
Jails and the different kinds of comforts and luxuries to be 
given to the prisoners. I must say that there are certain 
grades of enjoyment. These grades are, according to human 
understanding, necessities, comforts and luxuries. Most of 
the Members of the Opposition have insisted that all the con- 
victs and prisoners inside the Jails should have comforts and 
luxuries to which I am entirely opposed. Of course, all of us 
are hximan beings, and the prisoners inside the Jails are also 
human beings, and as such it is ^e bounden duty of all the 
people and the Government to provide them with as many 
necessities as possible, e.g., food, clothing and shelter — and 
that too to a certain extent. 

Whenever I hear the speeches of the hon. Members of the 
Opposition, I am now and then reminded of a beautiful 
poem ‘skylark’ written by P.B. Shelly. I do not wish to 
quote the poem from the beginning to the end, but I shall 
quote only a few relevant lines, just to show to the House 
the tone in which the hon. Members of the Opposition are 
speaking about comforts and luxuries of the prisoners. 
The lines are : — 

“Like a high-born maiden 
In a Palace Tower, 

Soothing her love-laden 
Soul in secret hour 
With music sweet as love 
Which overflows her bower ” . 

What I mean to say is this : That when the Members of the 
Opposition speak about comforts and luxuries to the prisoners 
in the Jails, they are not living on the earth, but they are 
flying high up in the regions of theory and Romance ; 
they do not speak about theings which can be put 
into practice, but only of things which can never be put into 
practice. They must take into consideration the necessities 
and contingencies of each case and then only they must ad- 
vise the authorities to give as many comforts and luxuries as 
possible.

I was in jail in Aurangabad, not for a month or two, but 
14 long months and I was released just after the Police Action. 
I know there are certain offences which can never be excused 
under any circumstances. For that matter, I should like to 
divide the offences into three categories — (1) heinous offences 
like murder, culpable homicide amounting to murder, etc., 

(2) unnatural offences like Sodomy, Buggery and Bestiality and 

(3) grievous hurt. For such offences, if people are convicted and 
sent to jail, I have firm conviction that no sympathy or mercy 
should be shown to such people; rather there shouldbe very strict 
rules for the treatment of such prisoners. But if there is a 
prisoner of another category, say, a person who commits a 
juvenile offence, e.g., boys who are minors or who do not exceed 
18 years of age, if such people are sent to jail, it is the bounden 
duty of the Government and the people outside to show as 
much mercy as possible and provide all sorts of comforts 
and luxuries ; not only that, but provide for the education of 
such children. But if more sympathy than is necessary is 
shown, the result will be that they will become more offen- 
sive and more mischievous. 


Nowadays, I find that there has been a wave of entirely 
fantastic suggestions, namely, that prisoners, even if they 
committed very heinous crimes, must be given weekly feasts, 
etc. What a fantastic idea ! Whenever people who have 
committed murders and other heinous crimes go to jail, nobody 
outside takes note whether the widow or the children and 
other dependants left behind the victim are able to get en- 
ough food, clothing and shelter. But the hon. Members of 
the Opposition are more particular about the comforts and 
luxuries of prisoners convicted of such crimes than those 
who have been rendered homeless and who have been ren- 
dered orphans by the murder of a person. 

I am of the opinion that whatever provisions have been 
embodied in the present Bill are quite up-to-date and there 
is nothing to find fault with the Member-in-eharge of the Bill. 
In short, I should like to say that the hon. Member-in-charge 
of the Bill should not take into consideration some of the fan- 
tastic and most theoretical suggestions put forward by the 
hon. Members of the Opposition but to stick to the provisions 
of the present Bill, which is really of a very ameliorative 
nature and will bring about good many reforms in Jail an<| 
remove some of the inconveniences to prisoiiusr^.

Shri L. K. Shroff (Raichiir) : Without offering any apolo- 
gies for speaking in English, I straightaway proceed to say a 
few words on what I feel about this Bill. 

I have been hearing many hon. Members taking advantage 
of this opportunity to rip open a leaf from their o'vpi autobio- 
grophies. I find their experiences in Jail are being used to 
throw light upon the Bill and its consideration. But, I sup- 
pose, Sir, that whatever one’s experience might have been in 
the past, the attitude and the frame of mind that we should 
bring for the consideration of this Bill should be some basic 
accepted principles. 

There could be no two opinions about reforming a prisoner. 
Modern theories on this subject have been accepted by all 
people. Why, for that matter, if we go back .even to old dayS(^ 
our scriptures make it very clear that the highest form of 
punishment for any kind of criminal offence is repentence ; 
and repentence should be brought about not by giving bodily 
punishment but by bringing about a mental reformation. 
This is a commonly accepted principle. So, we have got to 
study this BiU from that point of view. And, if we find any 
lacuna in this, certainly it is quite open to us to bring in amend- 
ments. 
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The Statement of Objects and Reasons of this Bill Tnalrps 
one point clear, namely, that this Bill has been placed before 
the Assembly in order that legislation on the subject might 
be on a par with what is obtaining in the rest of India. So, 
it has got a limited object to serve. That is to say, it does 
not intend to proceed beyond what is obtaining in the other 
States of India. So there should be no surprise in finding that 
this is a modification in a way of the Central Act of 1900. Of 
course, there are certain provisions which are found in this 
Bill, and which existed in that old Act of 1900, which do not 
appeal to our sense of justice, for instance, provisions regard- 
ing cellular (or solitary) confinement, whipping and such other 
matters. Certainly, we can bring in amendments to do away 
with these things. 

Many criticisms that have been laid before this House on 
this Bill refer mostly to the details rather than to the principles. 
The details are generally found in the rules' that will be pres- 
cribed by the Government imder this Bill, which after passing 
will become an Act. If we find that the executive is being armed 
with powers, which it is not necessary or which it would be 
too much to do, we might try to amend the respective 
provisions. To say that all that is necessarily found in the 
Jail Manual should also be incorporated in this Bill would be 
too straining the provisions of the Bill. Of course, certain 
Members have gone to the extent of saying that this Bill has 
been prepared or even copied with the sole object of having a 
particular class of people in view or a particular section of peo- 
ple ha^ung certain political principles and following. I do 
not know why this view should be taken and having thought 
in that light Members have gone to the point of saying that a 
particular place of confinement should also be detoed in this 
Bill ; that separate arrangements shoxdd be made for separate 
Contoement of such prisoners, etc. I was surprised to hear 
some such recommendations from people who are day in and 
day out speaking about classless society and all that, but who 
want to have separate classes in jails. Well, as I said in the 
beginning, itself, this opportunity has been taken advantage of 
by Members for giving expression to their own esqjeriences 
and we have got to frike them that way. Barring that,. I 
should say that this Bill serves the purposes for which it has 
been made, and, therefore, with some modifications and 
amendments we should not find it too much to accept it.

L. A. Bill No. XXI of 1954, the Cotton Ginning 
and Pressing Factories (Hyderabad 
Amendment) Bill, 1954 

The Deputy Minister for Public Works c& Labour : {Shri 
M. S. Bafalingam ): Sir, I beg to move : 

“That li. A. Bill No. XXI of 1954, the Cotton Ginning and 
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Pressing Factories (Hyderabad Amendment) Bill, 1934,’ be 
read a first time”. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker : Motion moved. 

Shri M. S. Rajalingam : Sir, this bill seeks to amend the 
Cotton Ginning and Pressing Factories Act, 1925, in its appli- 
cation to the Hyderabad State. 

As many of the hon. Members are aware, the factories 
were regulated by the Hyderabad Factories Act, 1337 F. 
Section 63 and clauses 1 and 2 of the licence regidated the 
admixture of cotton. When the Hyderabad Factrories Act, 
of 1357 F. came into force, we could not avail of section 63. 
Subsequently, the Indian Factories Act has come into force 
from 1st April 1951 and later on in the light of the Part B 
States Laws Bill, the Indian Cotton Ginning and Pressing 
Factories Act was made applicable to the whole of Hyderabad. 
As the Act is now being administered by the Labour Department, 
it has become incumbent that the Government should have 
certain facilities to regulate the ginning and pressing processes. 

The Cotton Importers’ Association, New York, through 
the Cotton Buyers’ Association, Bombay, complained to the 
Indian Central Cotton Committee that the quMity of Indian 
Cotton supplied to manufacturing concerns in America since 
the close of the World War II was not upto expectations. 
Such complaints affected the reputation and fair name of 
India. The complaints related to the presence of machine oil 
deposits, spots resulting from the spilling of fresh lubricant 
oil, increasing quantity of extraneous matters such as oil wip- 
ing rags, pieces of burlap, large seed clusters and bamboo 
sticks in the bales of cotton. Another serious cause of comp- 
plaint was the excess moisture to the extent that cotton in 
some bales appeared to have been thoroughly in the excess of 
mixture resulting in hard cakes. The source of trouble was 
within the Ginning and Pressing Factories and in the interests 
of maintaining India’s reputation abroad and in order to re- 
tain good business relationship with foreign buyers of Indian 
cotton it has become incumbent that effective measures should 
be adopted to remove the cause of the above complaints. It 
has therefore become necessary to amend the Cotton Ginning 
and Pressing Factories Act to prohibit admixture and exces- 
sive moistening of eottom 
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Jn Bombay and C. P., similar provisions have been made 
by amending the Central Act in its application to those States. 
This Bill is intended to achieve similar object. 

As I have said the Indian Cotton Committee has recom- 
mended such provisions to be made in the Act in order to 
see that we are well-placed in our relations with foreign 
trade. 

From another point of view also, this legislation has become 
necessary, i.e., the necessity to regulate the rates. Merchants 
from Bhir, Aurangabad, Nanded and Parbhani have been 
complaining that they were having unhealthy competition in 
trade owing to the non-regulation of the charges for ginning 
and pressing. They desired that the charges leviable there 
should be on par with those charged at Poorna and Hingoli. 
From this view point also, it has become necessary for the 
Government to consider about the regulation of charges in 
ginning and pressing. 

In view of all these, we have made certain additions in 
the Indian Act, in its application to the Hyderabad State. 
T^e main amendment that we proposed to the Indian Act, 
in this Bill is that we have made taking of licences incumbent. 
These licences we used to give hitherto under section 63 of 
the Hyderabad Factories Act, 1337 F., and which later on 
we could not regulate owing to the changes I have mentioned 
already We have also provided in this Bill, the formation 
of a rate fixing committee for each local area, for the control 
of rates chargeable for ginning and pressing cotton. Such 
Committee shall consist of the Collector of the District who 
shall be the Chairman, and two representatives of 
cotton ginning and cotton pressing factories, and one non- 
official possessing special or technical knowledge of cotton 
ginning and pressing or of cotton trade to be nominated by 
the Director, Commerce and Industries of the State, and the 
Chief Inspector of Factories and Boilers of the State, and the 
other officer as he may nominate. Because the Collector 
happens to be the chairman, it should not be understood that 
the committee is going to be under some other department 
than the Labour Department. So far as the Government is 
concerned, it has made itself very clear on this point that 
this Act 'wiU be administered by the Labour Department and 
the Chief Inspector of Boilers will be the main person 
responsible for its administration. 
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The Chief Inspector of Boilers happens to be the Tnfl.iT> 
head to regulate these and other administrative matters to 
be mentioned in the Rules to be made under the provisions 
of this Bill. 

We have now made an admixture of cotton an offence 
and we have gone to the extent of imposing a fine of Rs. 1,500 
for such offences. We have also given certain facilities for 
Inspectors or Gazetted Officers to inspect and to see that such 
things do not happen. We have also in a way tried to re- 
gulate the maintenance of registers and other things. 


There are the main features of the Bill and I t hink the 
pmpose for which it has been introduced has been clearly 
explained. I hope hon. Members will readily accept and 
pass this legislation.
